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Crucified With Chnist

In the seventh chapter of Romans, Paul 
speaks of the conflict between the flesh and 
the Spirit. In the eighth chapter he speaks 
of the Spirit-filled life, and then he shows 
us the only way out of the seventh chapter 
into the eighth chapter is through the 
sixth chapter, the death route. 

In Paul’s early ministry he said, “I die 
daily.” At the close of his life he said, “I 
am crucified with Christ, nevertheless I 
live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in me, 
and the life that I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for me.” (Gal. 
220)e 

In speaking of the conflict between the 
flesh and the Spirit, Paul cried out, “O 
wretched man that I am! who shall de- 
liver me from the body of this death?” he, 
no doubt, was thinking of an old Roman 
custom for those sentenced to death. This 
punishment was to bind a corpse face to 
face with a man sentenced to death. The 
victim had to walk around with the corpse 
bound to him until he died. 

So it is with many Christians, they are 
bound to the body of death, their old life, 
the deeds of the flesh; and if they do not 
find freedom from this bondage it will 
result in spiritual death. Therefore Paul 
cried out, “O wretched man. . . who shall 
deliver me. .” He saw deliverance 
“through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 


Years ago when grieving over persecu- 
tions I had had, the Spirit whispered, “Ye 
are dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God.” 

I said, “Oh yes, Lord, it took those 
things to crucify me, and if those people 
were to apologize I’d come to life again, 
wouldn’t I?” 

Years later I was again scorching under 
the blazes of fiery trials almost beyond en- 
durance. Falling on my knees I cried out, 
“Oh, God, why is my life like a withering 
blast?” The answer came, “The flesh dies 
hard.” I said, “Oh, God, I thought I was 
dead so many times. How can I know when 
I am dead?” 

The answer, “People don’t know when 
they die. They enter into rest. They cease 
their struggling.” 

Oh, dear ones, truly there is a rest for 
the people of God. Many fail to enter in 
through unbelief. 

Not my way, but God’s way; not my 


will, but God’s will. When our disappoint- 
ments become His appointments, and we 
can be still and know that He is God, he 
will give beauty for ashes, the oil of joy 
for mourning, and the garment of praise 
for the spirit of heaviness. Praise His 
name! 


“A child of God—how blest to know 
He watches me where e’er I go. 
Although the night be black and chill 
He speaks unto my soul, ‘Be still.’ 


“And when it rains, or winds arise, 
He stil!s again my troubled cries; 
And when the way is rough and steep, 
He lifts me up to mountain peak. 


“And when my path leads down the slope 
He whispers to me, blessed hope, » 
And soon I find my heart is blest 
In meadows of His precious rest. 


“T care not now where He may guide 
For He is ever at my side; 
And when in the most trying place 
He then reveals His smiling face. 


“Somehow, I’ve learned in my few years, 
His perfect love does cast out fears, 
And when new tests in life arise 
I find in them some blest surprise.” 
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There is not only a death to sin but in a 
great many things there is a deeper death 


- to self—a crucifixion in detail, and in the 


minutia of life—after the soul has been 


sanctified. This deeper crucifixion to self 


is the unfolding and application of all the 
principles of self-renunciation which the 
soul agreed to in its full consecration. Job 
was a perfect man and dead to all sin; but 
in his great sufferings, he died to his own 
religious life; died to his domestic affec- 
tions; died to his theology; all his views of 
God’s providence; he died to a great many 
things which in themselves were not sin, 


but which hindered his largest union with 
God. 


Peter, after being sanctified and filled 
with the Spirit, needed a special vision 
from Heaven to kill him to his traditional 
theology and Jewish high churchism. The 
vety largest degrees of self-renunciation, 
crucifixion, and abandonment to God, 
take place after the work of heart-purity. 
There are a multitude of things which 
are not sinful; nevertheless our attachment 
to them prevents our greatest fulness of the 
Holy Spirit and our amplest cooperation 
‘with God. Infinite wisdom takes us in 
hand, and arranges to lead us through 
deep, interior crucifixion to our fine parts, 
our lofty reason, our brightest hopes, our 
cherished affections, our religious views, 
our dearest friendship, our pious zeal, our 
spiritual impetuosity, our narrow culture, 
our creeds and churchism, our success, 
our religious experiences, our spiritual 
comforts; the crucifixion goes on till 
we ate dead to all troubles, all sorrows, 
all disappointments; equally dead to all 
praise or blame, success or failure, com- 
forts or annoyances; dead to all climates 
and nationalities; dead to all desire but 
for Himself. There are innumerable de- 


grees of interior crucifixion in these 


various lines. Perhaps not one sanctified 


person in ten thousand ever reaches that 
degree of death to self that Paul and 
Madame Guyon and similar saints have 
reached. 


In contradistinction to heart cleansing, 
this finer crucifixion of self is gradual; it 
extends through months or years; the in- 
terior spitit is mortified over and over 
on the same points, till it reaches a state 
of divine indifference to it. A great host 
of believers have obtained heart purity,

and yet, for a long time have gone through 
all sorts of “dying daily” to self, before 
they found that calm, fixed union with the 
Holy Ghost which is the deep longing of 
the child of God. Again, in contradistinc- 
tion to heart cleansing, which is by faith, 
this deeper death to self is by suffering. 
This is abundantly taught in Scripture, 
and confirmed by the furnace experience 
of thousands. | 


Joseph was a sanctified man before be- 
ing cast into prison; but there the iron 
entered into his soul, (see Psalm 105:18, 
margin), and by suffering he reached the 
highest death of self. There are literally 
scores of Scripture passages like Ps. 71: 
19-21, teaching that the upper ranges in 
the sanctified state are wrought out 
through suffering. Perhaps the most re- 
markable passage of the Word on this 
subject is in Romans, fifth chapter; the 
first verse teaches justification by faith, 
the second verse teaches full salvation by 
faith, and verses three to five teach a 
deeper death and fuller Holy Ghost 
life by tribulation. 


When the soul undergoes this deeper 
death of self, it enters into a great wide- 
ness of spiritual comprehension and love; 
a state of almost uninterrupted prayer! 
(of boundless charity for all people) ; of 
unutterable tenderness and broadness of 
sympathy; of deep, quiet thoughtfulness; 
of extreme simplicity of life and manners; 


_and of deep visions into God and the com- 


ing ages. In this state of utter death to 
self, suffering, sorrow, pains and mortifica- 
tions of all kind are looked upon with a 
calm, sweet indifference. Such a soul looks 


back over its heartbreaking trials, its scald-_ 


ing tears, its mysterious tribulations, with 
gentle subduedness, without regret, for 
it now sees God in every step of the way. 
Into such a soul the Holy Spirit pours the 
ocean current of His own life; its great 
work henceforth is to watch the monitions 
and movements of the Spirit within it, 
and to yield prompt, loving, unquestion- 
ing cooperation with Him. Such a soul has 
at last, in deed and in truth, reached the 
place where there is “none of self and all 


of Christ.”—G. D. Watson.

Mobilization In Britain 

Everything in Britain is mobilized for 
the winning of the war—everything and ev- 
erybody. Two out of every three persons— 
not men alone but women and children, 
too—who are able-bodied and between the 
ages of fourteen and sixty-five are work- 
ing full time in the armed forces, in civ- 
ilan defense, or in war industries. 

Seven million British women have been 
registered for the draft. Unmarried women 
between twenty and thirty are being sent 
into the uniformed auxiliary services of 
the army, navy, and air force. Women 
of any age can be drafted for war work. 
Already 5,500,000 trained civilian defense 
workers, 4,400,000 fire fighters, 2,000,000 
invasion-repelling Home Guards—all civ- 
ilians who undertake these duties after 
the day’s turn in mill, mine, or field is 
finished. 

Industriaily, the 6,500,000 unionized 
wat workers cannot quit their jobs nor 
can they be fired without government per- 
mission. In the factories joint labor-man- 
agement committees work out what trou- 
bles arise, be they problems of personnel or 
production. 

One home in every five has been de- 
stroyed or damaged by bombs, and more 
than 44,000 civilians have been killed in 


air raids.

The editor of the periodical Chemistry 
estimates the potential value of the Dead 
Sea water at one trillion, two hundred and 
seventy billion dollars—which is about 
four times the wealth of the United 
States, or practically equal to the wealth 
of rest of the world put together! 

J. C. Penny Speaks 

James Cash Penny, frequently called, 
“the man with a thousand partners,” is 
one of the story-book characters of modern 
America. Born in Hamilton, Missouri, son 
of a Baptist preacher and farmer, his 
success story centers on the application 
of the Golden Rule in business. Starting 
in a modest, side-street store in a Wyoming 
mining town, in 1902, his business today 


includes 1,600 and more stores all over | 


America. 
He has been active in the Christian En- 
deavor movement, and as a member of the 
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Advisory Council of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America. 

He writes: — 

“Recent events have not shaken my faith 
in the ultimate triumph of Freedom and 
Justice, for I was reared by parents whose 
faith in God and belief that right will 
triumph eventually is too deeply ingrained 
in me to doubt its final victory. 

“I do emphasize the words ‘ultimate’ 
and ‘final,’ for I am not at all sure we 
may not have to pass through a period of 
great trial. I am of the opinion we are in 
prophetic days, when for a time evil is to 
hold sway and apparently to override the 
good. 

“We have been told plainly that such 
a state would exist and I believe we must 
accept these conditions and possibly great- 
er tribulations as part of the world’s des- 
tiny without losing faith that in due time 
right will triumph over might. As long 
as we believe in the existence, in the justice, 
and the Holiness of God, we cannot be- 
lieve otherwise. 

“As long as we have faith at all in God, 
we must know that He is All-powerful, 
that His Will for the world is justice and 
right and that eventually His Purpose 
will be established here on earth. Good 
emerges slowly, but we must not doubt its 
final victory. 

“These are my convictions as to the 
world aspect in its relation to an over- 
ruling Providence.” 


Giant Planes 

Lockheed has been working for more 
than two years on a leviathan designed 
not to carry fifty-seven passengers and a 
crew of seven but capable of carrying twice 
that number. Powered by four 2,500-horse- 
power engines and boasting a cruising 
speed of 283 miles per hour, a good 100 
miles per hour higher than most transports, 
this Lockheed wonder plane is the ideal 
type for the rapid movement of troops. 

This plane, which was partly designed 
by Howard Hughes, is the one he and 
Henry J. Kaiser plan to turn out in great 
numbers. 

Its sponsors estimate that forty such 
planes could transport 16,000 troops to 
Alaska in twenty-six hours, 7,500 to Ha- 
waii in forty-eight.

Poll Prayers 

Is public prayer at the polls, in the at- 
tempt to influence an election, illegal? Not 
if the prayers are conducted at least 50 
feet from the polling place, ruled Ken- 
tucky’s Assistant Attorney General Guy 
Hardman. The question came up in Sep- 
tember elections during which six Ken- 
tucky counties went dry. One anti-prohi- 
bitionist leader complained: “We were up 
against an uncontrollable trend. Women 
prayed at the polls.” 

Said Hardman, in his opinion: “The 
object of this praying doubtless is for the 
purpose of influencing the voter and hold- 
ing out to him some condemnation in the 
next world for his action, yet if the pray- 
ing was done 50 feet from the polls it 
would be permitted. I do not think it can 
be considered intimidation because no 
force is applied. Whether a voter is in- 
fluenced by this praying at the polls de- 
pends a good deal on the voter. Besides, 
unless you could establish that praying 
(alleged intimidation) affected the result, - 
it would not invalidate the election.”—

The Army and the Church 

The drafted army which is being formed 
has been called the greatest religious dis- 
location in the history of America. With- 
in the next five years no less than 10,000,- 
000 young men, between the ages of eight- 
een and thirty-five, will be uprooted from 
their normal civilian relations and trans- 
ferred to areas of service under the control 
of the Government. 

It is stated that there are now 606 chap- 
lains on active duty, and that the number 
will pass the 1,500 mark by next July. 

Religious worship in the Army will be 
taken out of improvised buildings and the 
open fields in a historic construction pro- 
gram that will provide 604 chapels in posts, 
camps, and stations throughout the nation 
where soldiers of the Protestant, Catholic, 
and Jewish faiths may have their devotions 
in an appropriate setting.

The world and the church never have 
been friends, neither ever will they be. 
Whenever the church of the living God 
lets down its bars, and walks after the 
fashion of the world, it will lose its power. 


The early church knew nothing about 
programs or sacred entertainments. No- 
where do we find in the New Testament 
that they had any kind of entertainment 
to keep the young or old. They went by 
the riverside to pray. We have gotten away 
from God’s pattern. (You will find God’s 
pattern in the book of Acts and in the 
Epistles.) Whenever they prayed the Glo- 
ty of the Lord came down and filled the 
house. When this tabernacle (that is 
the body) gets filled with the Glory of 
God, all entertainments, picnics, and par- 
ties are cheap and we will not desire them. 
God’s people are crying everywhere for a 
fresh visitation from God in our midst. 
We want the old-time fire and not a lot 
of pomp and show. When will we see 
signs and wonders in all our services? 
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Answer: When we will be willing to pay 
the price. 


We have drifted so far from God’s 
order and plan that it is high time that we 
halt from our foolishness and go back to 
our Bible studies and prayer meetings, 
and repent and pray, and repent and pray, 
until God will forgive us and give us an- 
other chance. If my: people will repent 
and seek my face, I will hear from heaven. 
But we neglect from time. to time to take 
time to be holy. That word neglect is a 
monster of a word. It has kept folks from 
church, it is keeping folks from going to 
heaven, and it is keeping you from getting 


God’s best. 


Have the worldly cares robbed you of 
your sweet communion with God? Has 
your labor kept you so busy that you no 
longer can see spiritual things? Is there a 
mountain of doubt that hinders you from 
seeing the Glory of God? Is there a stone 
to be taken away? Jesus said, “Take away 
the, stone.” But Martha, the sister, said, 
“Lord, by this time he stinketh, for he had 
been dead four days.” Jesus saith to her, 
“Said I not unto thee, that if thou would- 
est believe, thou shouldest see the glory of 
God?” Now this man Lazarus was as 
dead as any man could be, but, when he 
came in contact with Christ he became very 
much alive. 


It. is so with every sinner on earth; he 
is dead. It doesn’t make any difference 
how. much: you strut, unless you are born 
again you are dead in trespasses and in 
sin. Unless you are born of the Spirit 
you are a corpse. The reason there is so 
much unpleasant odor in many churches 
is because there are too many dead folks 
in the church. If Jesus would come into 
some of the churches throughout our land, 
I believe he would do the same thing he did 
in days of yore. He drove them out and 
said,” My house shall be called a house of 


prayer.” 


We have talked “apple sauce and brown 
gravy” until we have suffered uncleanli- 
ness from the pulpit to the pew. The soon- 
er we mean business with God the better 
off we will be. If house cleaning is nec- 
essary, may God give us grace to do it. 
When Jesus arrived at the graveside of 
Lazarus he did not say, “Brother Smith, 
you go into the tomb.and wash him and put 
a new suit on him, then we will baptize 


him and he will come to life.” NO! What 
he needed was life! not a new suit, not 
cleansing from without, for a man when 
4 has life within will cleanse himself with- 

t. “He that hath the Son hath life.” He 
i oo source of life; so when you come to 
Calvary you come to life, for it is the 
fountain of life.’ 

Why did Jesus wait when he was called 
to the bedside of Lazarus? They were all 
concerned when he was dying, and they 
said; “Oh that the Master were here.” But 
finally he took the last breath, and it was © 
all over, and all hopes were gone. Why 
did the Master wait? He wanted to bring 
them out of the natural into the supernat- 
ural. Here is just our.downfall. We talk 
about the supernatural things. We say 
Christ is supernatural, and yet our. lives 
are very natural. I mean we.-live too much 
in the natural. Why? Because we put so 
much confidence in man instead of in 
Christ. “They that put their trust in God 
shall never be moved.” 

Gideon strutted with a big army of 
thirty thousand, but God took the strut 
out of him. Twenty-two thousand left him, 
then another nine thousand seven hundred 
left, and when the natural strength was 
gone, God worked with signs and won- 
ders through the three hundred. 

It is “not by might nor by power, but by 
my Spirit, saith the Lord.” I believe when 
we have put our guilt away and when He 
sees our complete obedience, we need not 
pray very long and plead with God to 
send us another revival, it will come like a 


flood, . 


“A waitress or a porter would hold 
some folk in contempt if they offered 
them the same tip they offer God when 
the collection plate goes by.”

Srupy XXVIII 
THE SEVEN LAST PLAGUES 
Chapter 16 


It is distinctly stated that in these seven 
last plagues “is filled up the wrath of 
God.” They “complete the expression of 
God’s wrath” (Smith-Goodspeed) . In the 
Con. Ver. the words rendered in our A. V. 
“the seven last plagues,” are rendered “the 
last seven calamities.” This world has wit- 
nessed innumerable calamities; the times 
in which we live are pregnant with calam- 
ities. But what is a calamity from the 
viewpoint of some is very often a triumph 
from the viewpoint of others. The Ger- 
_ man victories in Belgium, the Netherlands, 
and France, were calamities from the view- 
point of the citizens of these countries, but 
from the viewpoint of the Germans they 
were triumphs, and over these triumphs 
the people of Germany rejoiced. So it will 
be at the time of the end when the prayer 
of Psalm 79:12 shall be answered, “Render 
‘unto our neighbors seven-fold into their 
bosom their reproach wherewith they have 
reproached Thee, O Lord.” In Germany, 
and elsewhere in the earth, today, and in 
other days, Jehovah has been and is being, 
reproached; and Jehovah’s earthly people, 
the Jews, have been, and are being, mis- 
treated. Since the day of grace has not 
yet ended, God is withholding the thunder- 
bolts of His wrath, and the prayer of the 
people ground under the heel of oppres- 
sion, a prayer that the sword of Justice 
may be unsheathed, remains unanswered. 
But the time is at hand when Jehovah will 
delay His judgments no longer. 

It will be at the middle of the week that 
the two Witnesses will be slain and will 
rise from the dead, and ascend into heav- 
en; and just before this shall take place 
Antichrist will assume the role of “the 
beast,” having been assassinated and hav- 
ing risen from the dead, being raised up 
by the power of the devil for the express 
purpose of being indwelt by Satan who 
will, as a result of the “war in heaven,” 
have been expelled from heaven and have 
come down to the earth, “having great 
wrath, because he knoweth that he hath 
but a short time” (12:12). It will be at 
that time “the great tribulation” will be- 
gin. There has been a conflict between light 
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and darkness, between righteousness and 
unrighteousness, between God and Satan, 
ever since the fall of Lucifer, but for some 
wise purpose God has permitted the con- 
flict to go on, without launching thunder- 
bolts of His wrath with a definite design 
to end the conflict. But the Word of God 
definitely reveals the fact that the con- 
flict is to end some day; and as the time 
draws near for the end of the conflict 
there will be such a blitzkrieg launched 
against the powers of darkness as will 
startle heaven, shock the earth, and ulti- 
mately paralyze all the powers of dark- 
ness. This remarkable blitzkrieg is the 
subject of this wonderful chapter. 


Mark the fact that the angels with the 

seven vials act under divine instructions. 
I. The First Plague (verse 2) 

The first angel poured out his vial upon 
the earth, and there fell a noisome and 
grievous sore upon the men which had the 
mark of the beast, and which had wor- 
shiped his image. This will doubtless im- 
mediately follow the setting up of the im- 
age of Antichrist, and the decree of the 
beast that all must be marked in their 
foreheads or in their hands, and that none 
can buy or sell except those who are thus 
marked (13:16, 17). Multitudes will bow 


down to the image, and multitudes will 


receive the mark. Then this angel will 


empty his vial. The Greek word rendered 
“noisome” is kakos and is rendered “bad” 
in 2 Cor. 5:10, “evil” in Rom. 12:21, 1 
Cor. 10:6, and 2 Tim. 2:9, “ill” in Rom, 
13:10, and “wicked” in Matt. 21:41. In 
the Con. Ver. the words rendered in the 
A. V. “a noisome and grievous sore” are 
rendered “an evil and malignant ulcer.” 
This is the first of the judgments awaiting 
all who worship the image of the beast or 
receive his mark, and it will doubtless be a 
judgment that will utterly incapacitate 
them for business and will cause excruciat- 
ing pain. They will have worshiped the 
image in order that they might continue to 
live, and will have received the mark of the 
beast in order that they might continue 
to transact business, and now they will 
find themselves in the midst of great suf- 
fering and incapacitated to do the busi- 
ness they received the mark of the beast in 
order that they might do. It will be a most 


terrible “calamity” but it will be only the 
first of a series that will deepen in intensity 
as the fearful months of the tribulation 
drag on. 

Ii. The Second Plague (verse 3) 

The second angel poured out his vial 
upon the sea, and the waters became as 
the blood of a dead man, and every living 
soul died in the sea. Nothing like this has 
ever occurred. Think of the stench to be 
caused by the waters of the sea becoming 
as the blood of a dead man, and of the 
additional stench produced by the death 
of the innumerable creatures that inhabit 
those waters. The dead carcasses will float 
upon the surface in such large numbers 
that the surface will be literally covered 
with them, for the sea teems with life down 
to its very depths. When the frogs died in 
Egypt they were gathered together in 
heaps, “and the land stank” (Ex. 8:14). 
But at the time of the end it will be im- 
possible to gather all these dead carcasses 
together in heaps, and doubtless a most 
fearful pestilence will be bred. 

II. The Third Plague (verse 4) 

The third angel poured out his vial upon 
the rivers and fountains of water, the 
sources of the supply of that beverage that 
is essential to the welfare and the life of 
man, and the waters became blood. Moses 
was given power to turn water into blood 
in the land of Egypt, and he used the pow- 
er that had been delegated unto him. It 
was a miracle, and the miracle will be du- 
plicated, but on a much larger scale at the 
time of the end. And the verses that fol- 
low (5-7) point out the fact that these 
judgments are indeed just. The earth- 
dwellers will have shed the blood of saints 
and prophets, and God will give them 
blood to drink. The earth will be full of 
consternation in these awful days. In 
Egypt when the waters of the Nile were 
turned unto blood “all the Egyptians digged 
round about the river for water to drink; 
for they could not drink of the water of 
the river” (Ex. 7:24). What will the earth- 
dwellers do after the third angel shall 
have poured out his vial? 

IY. The Fourth Plague (verses 8, 9) 

The fourth angel poured out his vial 
upon the sun, and the sun scorched men

It is almost a universal practice to con- 
demn a man who by yielding to tempta- 
tion has come to the sad state of becom- 
ing a criminal. 


It would be a waste of words to say any- 
thing other than that crime is an act of sin. 
But sin is a principle inherited by all. 
When a man is seen before the magistrate, 
any man can say, “But for the grace of 


God, there I stand.” 


Does the fact that a man is convicted of 
a crime nullify the grace of God toward 
him? The answer is reverberatingly NO! 
The grace of God abounds the more 
toward him. His need is greater. “For 
where sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound.” (Rom. 5:20.) 


Does the fact that he has sinned against 
the law of God and man ban him from 
forgiveness of those sins The answer 
comes back, “For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which was lost.” 
(Luke 19:10.) “Though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow;

Man’s attitude is not so forgiving. In the 
eyes of some the wrong done in a few min- 
utes’ time voids all the good that has been 
done the rest of a lifetime. The Scripture 
says, “Considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted.” (Gal. 6:1.) 


What should be the convicted man’s at- 
titude? He realizes that he has done 
wrong; he needs no one to remind him of 
that fact. When he is truly repentant be- 
fore God, he finds “he that is forgiven 
much, he loveth much.” 


Men in prison do not want your sym- 


pathy. They realize that they have done 


wrong. What they want is your prayers. 
They want your moral support; the chance 
to meet you on your own level, a chance 
to rehabilitate themselves. If you in the 
free world do not take this attitude, then 


the efforts of those who labor unceasingly 
to bring this about, labor in vain.

Should it be held against a man because | 


he has been convicted of a crime? Perhaps 
you let an opportunity slip by at some time 
to lead some one to Christ, and now that 
man may be the one you condemn. God’s 
Word says “As far as the east is from the 
west, so far hath He removed our trans- 
gressions from us.”

What are you doing toward bringing ~ 


God to these men in prison. Your prayers? 
Words of encouragement to those who 
have found Christ and are trying to bring 
others to this knowledge? Writing to any 
you might know that are in prison? You 
do not realize what your influence means. 
If you neglect this, it is noticed. A man is 
more sensitive under these conditions. He 
feels that the whole world has forsaken 


him, and he becomes discouraged. He is 


tempted to feel that there is no use to try. _ 


It is not an easy matter to live a Chris- 
tian life in prison. 


Read your newspapers. Juvenile delin- — 


quency is on the increase. These children 
may tomorrow be the inmates of the pris- 
ons. Their future and destiny can and 
should be controlled today. Imprisonment 
will not bring about a change of heart; 
it will only bring resentment and breed 
hatred. I know whereof I speak. But 
thanks to God’s grace which was extended 
to me, all that is past. 


If only you could be made to realize how 
very little it sometimes takes to commit 
a wrong that is unlawful, that in some 
cases it is unintentional, you would under- 
stand. Until one has tasted fully the 
shame of wrongdoing he cannot fully ap- 
preciate what a man goes through. 

Finally; considering thyself, lest thou 
also be tempted, bring Christ to these men 
in prison, to those delinquent children. 
Bring the gospel with a spirit of meekness, 
of love, of compassion. As you have te- 
ceived mercy, also show mercy.

LET'S CANVASS FOR NEW SUN- 
DAY SCHOOL PUPILS! 


Public school is in progress once more, 
which fact tends to stabilize a community 
somewhat, hence affording us a good op- 
portunity to canvass the town and neigh- 


borhood for new Sunday School scholars. 


First: we must map out the community; 
the territory we desire to include in the 
canvass. Let’s remember, however, that it 
is always better to have a small field in- 
tensively covered than to assume the re- 
sponsibility of territory too large for the 
workng capacity of your Sunday School. 

Second: secure your census supplies: 

We must not make the mistake of send- 
ing our canvassers out without proper 
equipment. Census cards may be secured 
through our Gospel Publishing House at 
Springfield, Mo. Also there are a number 
of splendid forms, tracts, printed invi- 
tations, etc. suitable for distribution during 
your canvass. (Send to the Gospel Pub- 
lishing House for samples.) 

As to the number of census cards to or- 
der—the recognized population of the ter- 
ritory plus one fourth, will probably be a 
safe estimate. 

Third: enlist your Canvassers! 


Call a meeting of your Sunday School 
staff, and secure their services if possible; 
for who should have this great work at 
heart more than they? Other volunteers 
may be used also, as a large number of 
workers will be needed, or I should say, 
“The more the better” (provided they are 
qualified) . 

Take time to pray for a burden for 
this task, and wisdom to undertake it. 
Each worker should feel a responsibility 
as he undertakes his share of the work. 

Instruction should be given each worker 
in advance, that no part of the census be 
taken carelessly or untactfully. “Courtesy, 
Christian love, and tact will usually 
open the door into any home.” 

If the canvass can be made in a single 
afternoon, it will be to your advantage. A 
prolonged canvass usually loses its en- 
thusiasm and interest. 

Included in the canvass should be a re- 
port not only of the possible members of 
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the Sunday School proper, but also pros- 
pective members for both cradle roll and 
Home department. 


Immediately after the canvass is taken 
or completed, another workers’ meeting 
should be called to report the results and 
to discuss steps for visitation and enlist- 
ment of prospective new members. Letting 
as little time lapse as possible will tend to 
keep the interest up. 


Now comes the real work of the can- 
vass. Each teacher is given a list of pros- 
pects for his or her class. Visits are made, 
invitations are sent out, Christian boys 
and girls are enlisted to make special calls, 
etc. Everybody goes to work! We must not 
let anything hinder us—we are pulling 
the nets! 


Let’s take a possible example of what 
might take place: Let’s say that we have 
located a family of five that are prospects 
for our Sunday School. The name of the 
father has been given to the men’s Bible 
class teacher; hence that teacher calls in 
that home in behalf of the head of that 
home. The name of the mother is on the 
list belonging to the teacher of the wo- 
men’s Bible class; hence that teacher calls 
in that home. There are three children; 
one, an Intermediate, another one of the 
children is a Junior, while the third is in 
line for the beginner department. All of 
the teachers in whose classes these pupils 
would be, call in that home, each one to 
invite the pupil the age of the class that 
he teaches. Five teachers call in that home! 
How can we better convince a family that 


we ate interested in them for Sunday 
School? 


To cap the labor of the canvass and vis- 
itation campaign, it is a grand idea to 
have a Rally Sunday. Appoint Welcome 
Committees, have Rally day souvenirs 
and rewards. Be sure that every teacher 
is on his or her toes to get the names and 
addresses of each new member. He or 
she, too, must do all in his or her power to 
make each new pupil feel welcome, and go 
home saying, “I’m glad I came, I’ll see you 
next Sunday!” And when they do, don’t 
forget to give them the Gospel!

The War Department announces that 
$12,816,880 has been appropriated to build 
these chapels within six months. In ap- 
pearance they will look like the typical 
small church found in every community in 
America—the slanted roofed frame build- 
ing with steeple at the front. Costing $21, 
220 each, they will have seats for 500 sol- 
diers. Every chapel will have an electric 
organ. 

The chapels will be used at different 
hours by the chaplains of the Protestant, 
Catholic, and Jewish faiths and there will 
be office space for all of them. Incorpor- 
ated in the buildings will be an ark to 
hold the Jewish Book of the Law—Chris- 
tian Victory. 

Two Million Testaments Purchased 

The Gideons, meeting in Cleveland in 
July for their annual international conven- 
tion, consummated the biggest business 
deal of their history when they placed an 
order for 2,000,000 New Testaments 
which will be distributed free of charge 
among U.S. armed forces all over the 
world, This will make a total of 5,000,000 
Testaments which the Gideons, an organi- 
zation of Christian business men, have 
made available for distribution to soldiers, 
sailors, marines, and nurses. 

Since 1898, when the Gideon society 
was organized, 2,000,000 copies of the Bi- 
ble have been placed in hotels, hospitals, 
schools, and penal institutions in 31 coun- 
tries, an official reported. 

Conversions in Army Camps 

According to Religious Digest, during 
the month of April, 1942, a total of 1,613 
conversions, acceptances of Christ as Sa- 
viour, confessions of faith, reclamations, 
confirmations, and adult baptisms were re- 
ported by chaplains in the American armed 
forces. 

Bigger Buildings 

We've got a new building in Washing- 
ton that is just being broken in. It’s the 
Pentagon building, housing most of the 
bureaus of the War Department, in Ar- 
lington across the Potomac from Wash- 
ington.

with fire and they blasphemed the name 
_ of God, who had power over these plagues, 
and whom they recognized as the Sender 
of them, and they repented not to give 
Him glory. Dr. Spencer Jones, the As- 
tronomer Royal in Britain, says that the 
sun may pass into what he calls “a ‘nova’ 
stage.” “When the sun is ripe for the 
_ catastrophe,” he says, “we shall have little, 
if any, preliminary warning. The sun will 
rapidly swell, and its output of heat will 
be such that the oceans will be turned in- 
to vapors, and the trees, forests, cities and 
everything combustible, will be burnt.” 
The Word of God told us, long before the 
day of this astronomer, that “the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat” (2 Peter 3: 
10). But, preceding by a thousand years 
the time when this prophecy shall be ful- 
filled, this judgment when the fourth an- 
gel shall pour out his vial upon the sun 
will fall upon the earth-dwellers who will 
already have been panic-stricken by the 
judgments of the preceding plagues. 
V. The Fifth Plague (verses 10, 11) 


The fifth angel poured out his vial up- 
on the throne of the beast; and his king- 
dom was full of darkness—‘“was plunged 
in darkness, and men gnawed their tongues 
in anguish and reviled the God of heaven 
for their sufferings and sores, but they 
would not repent of what they had done” 
(Smith-Goodspeed) . It has been supposed 
by some that there will be at this time a 
fulfillment of the prophecy that “immed- 
iately after the tribulation of those days 
shall the sun be darkened” (Matt. 24:29), 
and so we find William Easton in his 
Gleanings in the Book of Revelation, writ- 
ing, “it may come as a surprise, to some 
at least, to think of the tribulation end- 
ing at this stage; the usual thought being 
that it goes on to the close of Daniel’s 
- seventieth week, and is ended by the ap- 
pearing of the Lord.” His argument is 
that “the moral darkness (if not literal 
darkness) which brings in such confusion 
and disaster, added to the pains and sores 
which fell on them in the outpouring of the 
first vial, will completely turn them away 
from their hostility and persecution of the 
Jews,” and so the great tribulation which 
is “the time of Jacob’s trouble” will end. 
Other judgments will follow in quick suc- 
cession, and with terrible fury, but the 
Jews will be spared. But I can see no rea- 
son why we should regard this darkness 
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as the darkness our Lord spoke of. This 
will come at an earlier stage of the tribu- 
lation period; that at its very close. 

Vi. The Sixth Plague (verses 12-16) 

Carefully read these verses. Note how 
miracles will. be wrought at the time of 
the end. They will be wrought by demon 
power, under the supervision of the devil 
who will indwell the Antichrist; and God’s 
object in letting the devil exercise this 
power will be that “the kings of the earth 
and of the whole world” may be gathered 
together for the final conflict at which 
time the Lord shall be revealed from heav- 
en, accompanied by His saints, and the 
battle of Armageddon shall result in the 
complete overthrow of the allied armies 
of earth under the leadership of the beast. 


‘It is evident that verse 15 is a parenthesis, 


and that it does not indicate that this pe- 
riod marks the hour of the rapture, or that 
there will be no rapture, as some assert, 
only the revelation and that at the end 
of the week. I was once preaching on the 
subject of the coming kingdom, portray- 
ing its blessedness, painting a picture of 
the time when the rapture and revelation 
having both taken place, and the Lord 
having been enthroned upon the throne of 
David in Jerusalem, the lion and the lamb 
were lying down together, all the nations 
living in peace, and every man sitting un- 
der his own vine and fig tree, somebody 
jumped to his feet and gave a message in 
tongues, and the interpretation was given; 
it was a warning that Christ is coming 
soon, and that each of us should be ready. 
So, it appears, this warning here is a warn- 
ing in the midst of words that describe 
what will occur after the rapture shall 
have taken place. 

Vii. The Seventh Plague (verses 17-21) 

Here we are taken up to the very end, 
the same end to which we are taken under 
the sixth seal, under the seventh seal, and 
under the seventh trumpet. The very next 
thing on the program is the glorious ap- 
pearing, the coming of Christ on the 
White Horse. The earthquake here spoken 
of is the same that will spread such con- 
sternation and terror among the earth- 
dwellers that they will hide “themselves in 
the dens and in the rocks of the mount- 
ains, and say to the mountains and rocks, 
Fall on us, and hide us from the face of 
Him that sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb: for the great day 
of His wrath is come!” See 6:16, 17. Mark 
what the voice from the throne said, “It is 
done!” With the outpouring of this sev- 


enth vial which will culminate in the bat- 
tle of Armageddon and the elimination of 
Antichrist and the false prophet, and their 
allied armies, from the scene of action, the 
stage will be cleared for the setting up of 
the kingdom of the Son of man. The work 
of ejecting the usurper will be completed 
under the outpouring of the seventh vial, 
and soon thereafter the whole earth will 
welcome and swear allegiance to the King 
of kings, and He will begin that reign 
which will continue until He shall have 
“put down all rule and all authority and 
power.”
